Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tanaka 
(US 6,754,542). 

Regarding claims 1-23, Tanaka discloses the claimed invention in Abstract, i.e., 
A control arithmetic device includes a subtracting section, disturbance application 
detecting section, error correction amount calculating section, error correction amount 
convergence calculating section, and control arithmetic section. The subtracting section 
calculates the error of a controlled variable on the basis of a controlled variable and set 
point for a controlled system. The disturbance application detecting section detects, in 
control cycles, on the basis of the error output whether a disturbance is applied. The 
error correction amount calculating section calculates an error correction amount on the 
basis of the magnitude of the error when application of a disturbance is detected. The 
error correction amount convergence calculating section performs a convergence 
operation A control arithmetic method is also presented. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-23 consist solely of mathematical 
operations without practical application in the technological arts or simply manipulate 
abstract ideas without practical application in the technological arts. Merely determining 
values is too preliminary to permit one of ordinary skill to realize any usefulness in the 
technological arts. It is noted that claims 1-23 include setting a value based on 
conditions; however, it is unclear if this is intended to be setting a values on the 
machine or merely setting a values in the calculation. 

To expedite a complete examination of the instant application the claims rejection under 35 U.S. C. 101 
(nonstatutory) above are further rejection as set of forth below in anticipation of application amending these claims to 
place them within the four statutory categories of invention.
